the 
steamship Sakoni of the Cunard line 
sailed from this port today it had on 
board about eighty of the members of 
the American Commission on Agricul­ 


tural Co-operation, bound for Europe 
to make a thorough and systematic 
study of the rural credit tad bank­ 
ing systems in use in fourteen of the 
countries of Europe. The commission 
has a total membership of one hun­ 
dred, but some of its members, who 
are United States Senators and Rep 
representatives in Congress are 
de­ 
tained by the exigencies of the %extra 
session of Congress and -will not be 
able to join the other members of the 
comlssion until after the adjournment 
of Congress. 
Practically all the members of the 
commission and 
several 
prominent 
government officials arrived here two 
day’s ago and completed their arrange 
rnents for the trip which will occupy 
several months. 
Yesterday they at­ 
tended a banquet given in their hon­ 
or at which the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture and 
several 
other 
prominent 
government officials were also pres­ 
ent. 
The plan of sending a commission 
of investigation to Europe or origin­ 
ated at the meeting of the Southern 
Commercial Congress which was held 
in April of last year 
at 
Nashville, 
Tenn. 
The plan evolved at that gath-1 
ering met, with the hearty approval 
of the federal government and of the 
governments of the states of the Un­ 
ion and in accordance with it each 
•state appointed two delegates to the 
commission, whose expenses are to 
eh paid by their respective 
states. 
(President Wilson appointed a commis 
sion of seven to represent the feder- 
tl government, with Senator Duncan 
I*. Fletcher, of Florida, as chairm an: 
the commission also includes the del­ 
egates appointed by the Secretary of 
State to attend the International In­ 
stitute of Agriculture which will op­ 
en at Rome on May 7. 
In accordance with the plan elabor­ 
ated for the work of the commission, 
the scope of the investigation pro­ 
vides for an examination of the meth­ 
ods employed by progressive agricul­ 
tural communities in Europe in pro­ 
duction and marketing, 
and in 
the 
financing of both these operations. In 
addition to th ti the following special 
subjects are to be investigated: The 
parts played respectively, in the pro­ 
motion of agriculture by the govern 
m enu and by voluntary organizations 
of the agricultural classes, the appli­ 
cation of the co-operative system to 
tgrieultural production, 
distribution 
and finance: the effect off co-opera­ 
tive organizations upon social condi­ 
tions in rural corn rn unities: the re­ 
lation of the cost of living to the 
business organizations of the 
food 
producing classes. 
It has long been recognized through 
out the United States that the farm­ 
ers of the country, who number about 
12.000.000 md who annually add $8,- 
400.000.000 to the national wealth, are 
seriously handicapped by the lack of 
a financial credit system adequate to 
their needs. 
It is estimated that the 
farm ers of the United States are em­ 
ploying about $6,000,000,000 of bor­ 
rowed capital on which they annual­ 
ly have to pay $."-10,OOO,OOO interest. 
Counting commissions and 
renewal 
charges, the rate avenges 8 1-2 per 
cent., while the farm ers in G^rmaay 
and other European countries can 
obtain all the capital 
required 
by 
them at a rate of Interest from t J-2 
to 4 1-2 per cent. 
In Germ my as 
well as in other European countries, 
the ‘‘rural credit’ system 
has 
de­ 
veloped with excellent resv^to and to 
great benefit to the agriculffral clas­ 
ses and it is believed by the promot­ 
ers of the commission that similarly 
beneficial results may be obtained by 
the inauguration of an adequate agri­ 
cultural credit system in the United 
States. 
Canada is also interested in 
the subject and every one of the Ca­ 
nadian provinces is represented in 
the commission by the delegates. 
After reaching (Rome the commis­ 
sion will be given a reception by the 
International Institute of Agriculture 
on May IO, and on the following day 
the mem bom Will be received by the 
King and Queen of Italy at the Quir­ 
ts! 
The commission will remain in 
Italy eight dtys and during that time 
will visit 'Naples, Florence,, Bologna 
and Milan. Thence it will proceed to 
Austria-Hungary, spending five days 
at Vienna and five at Buda-Pest. The 
itinerary will also include a stop of 
ten day in Germany with 
stops 
at 
Munich, Dresden, Berlin and Cologne, 
ten days in Denmark and Sweden: 
ten days in Belgium and 
Holland; 
eight days in France; eight days in 
England and Ireland and five days 
in ihe principal Balkan states. It la 
expected that the commission will re­ 
turn to the Toited 
States 
on 
the 
steam ship Cedric of the White Star 
line. leaving Queenstown July 18
